- THE BOYCOTT. 


5th Angust. 
‘Tue time has come for the native 
merchants of. Shanghai who. are 
interested in the trade between the 
United States and China to ask 
themselves seriously whether the 
boycott has not been carried far 
enough. It has undoubtedly had 
the expected effect of, drawing 
the attention. of the-American Press 
and public.to the injustice with 
which the Chinese exempt immi- 
grants were treated. It has aroused 
the required feeling among the 
leaders of public. opinion in the 
States; ithas drawn from the Pre- 
sident-and from Secretary Metcalf 
promises that, for the: future, “any 
. harshness in the administration of 
the Chinese Exclusion Laws will not 
for one moment-be tolerated and any 
discourtesy shown Chinese persons, 
either labourers. or of the exempt 
classes, by any of the officials of this 
department will be cause for the 
immediate dismissal of the offender 
from the, service.” We give this in 
the words of Secretary Metcalf, who 
is, as we have said,’ a California 
politician. 
So far then the boycotters have 
ained their. point, and they cannot 
fope to gain anything farther until 
Congress meets in December. ‘The 
know that President Roosevelt ‘will 
be as _goodas his word, and that his 
views ate shared by the next most 
powerful man in the Cabinet, Secre- 
tary Tafs; and it is much to be fear- 
ed that if they persist with this boy- 
cott, they will cause a revulsion of 
feeling in the United States by which 
they will lose in the end more than 
they have already gained, The boycott 
is adouble-edged weapon which is apt 
toinjure.the hands that wield: it as 
much as: its intended victim. Its 
maintenance here will do irreparable 
injury to ,the, trade between China 
and the United States, and to those 
interested in.that trade on both sides, 
in fact, itis to be feared that the 
Chinese merchants involved . will 
suffer eyen more than the American, 
To suffer, for one’s country is very 
noble; to. suffer for-one’s couatry at 
the behest of a number of enthu- 
siastic students who do not suffer 
themselves, without. advancing. the 
interests of one’s country, is merely 
quixotic. at 
The Viceroy of Chibli, H. EB. 
Yuan Shib-kai, is strougly opposed 
to the boycott, and is prepared to 
take summary .measures with the 
leaders of the movement. The Viceroy 
of these provinces, H. E. Chou Fu, is 


that the boyeotters were’ doing a 
really patriotic act in standing firm, 
we should not mention these, which 
are, however, facts to be considered, 
But the chief facts to be considered 
are that all that can be gained by the. 
boycott has been gained >. that great 
injury to all concerned is being done 
by its continuance; and that the 
proper course for the Chinese now is 
to wait patiently until Congress 
meets, and see what the provisions 
of the new treaty are, and what 
assurances it contains that’ it will be 
carried ont justly and fairly to the 
Chinese.

Obviously, 
a boycott of the goods of any one 
country interferes with free competi- 
tion, In his answer to the U. S. 
Consul-General at Canton, who sent 
a dispatch asking Viceroy Ts‘en 
to stop the posting of placards and 
the calling of mass meetings design- 
ed to urge the people not to pur- 
chase or use American goods, the 
Viceroy, with that fear of public 
opinion that has only lately shown it- 
self in some of the high officials, said ; 
“The people are at liberty to deal 
in whatever kind of goods they like. 
I cannot prohibit the people in choos- 
ing not to purchase and use Amer- 
icun goods any more than Ican order 
them not to do so, for have no such 
power. The meetings held by the 
people to urge others not ‘to use or 
urchase American merchandise are 
considered by them to be necessary 
for the protection of the interests of 
their. own country, which is only 
natural. Ifundue force. were to be 
used in suppressing these mass 
meetings, I am. afraid’ it would oaly 
have a tendency to make matters 
worse, and the people might get so 
angry that I might not be even nble 
to. persuade them to desist.” Indi- 
viduals have a perfect right to buy 
what they like, but. there are many 
things which are allowable.in the 
case of individuals, but which are 
not allowable in the case of combina- 
tions. Viceroy T's‘én_has not. only 
the power, but it is his duty, to 
prevent combinations in restraint of 
trade.

But it. is 
now trying to master th» trade, and 
this must be stopped in the interest 
of all concerned. .We believe that 
the responsible Chinese themselves 
see this. We have hailed the appear- 
ance in China of a pa‘riotism and a 
public opinion that were unknown 
until they were first evoked by the war 
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between China ‘and Japan, but even 
patriotism and public opinion require 
direction and control by responsible 
leaders lest they degenerate into 
mob-rule, ‘There isa mean between 
the autocracy of the provincial off- 
cials of the past, and the subservi- 
ency to mass meetings shown by 
Viceroy Ts‘én at Canton, and the 
virtue of the Mean requires no 
recommendation to Confucianists,

THE WAR.

‘Yar, surrender to the Japanese of 
the Military Governor and the garri- 
son of Sughalien, with some seventy 
officers—an unconditional surrender, 
for we are told that they have all 
been made prisoner, is another proof| 
that, notwithstanding all Mr. de 
Witte’s assumed optimism, it is 
utterly hopeless for Russia to con- 
tinue the struggle with Japan ; and 





that Russia must make peace, accept- 
ing whatever terms Japan has decided 
to offer. The Russian troops in 
Saghalien have been obliged to 
surrender because they had no dress- 
ing materiais or medicines, and no 
means of treating the wounded. The 
possession of Saghalien is of the 
greatest possible importance to Rus- 
sia. It commands the mouth of the 
Amur River, and no vessel can 
in or out of the Amur withoat the 
permission of the owner of Saghalien, 
The Amur discharges into the Gulf} 
of Amur, which is between Saghalien 
and the mainland; and to reach the 
Gulf of Amur from the Saghalien 
Gulf on the north, or the Gulf of 
‘Turtary on the south, a vessel must 
pass through a channel not more than 
five miles wide, and therefore com- 
manJed by forts on Saghalien. It 
has been known for more than a year 
that the Japanese would attack 
Saphalien sooner or later, and yet the 
War Office at St. Petersburg has 
neglected it entirely, has done nothing’ 
whatever for its defence, and has not 
even seen that the necessary medical 
and surgical supplies were sent to 
the island. - A tithe of the millions 
of roubles that have been squandered 
in Shanghai since the war began 
would have provided Saghalien with 
stores and averted this disgraceful 
surrender; disgraceful not to the 
troops. themselves, who had no alter- 
native under the circumstances, but 
+ totheRussian Government. In north- 
east Siberia. and Kamchatka the 
people are virtually starving, because 
no supplies have been sent them -for 
eighteen months. Yet there are 
European friends of Russia in Shang- 
bai—not the harpies who have fatten- 
~. ed-on: the millions that have -been 


squandered—who pointed ont what 
was the true condition of things in 
the north-east and offered to under- 
take the supplying and revictualling 
of Saghalien and Kamchatka, but 
they were put off with the Russian 
equivalents for “‘Lo-morrow—All in 
good time,” and Saghalien with its 
command of the Amur is lost to 
Russia, while Mr. de Witte is trying 
to persuade the American people 
that all that has happened in the 
Far Eastis a mere fleabite to a Great’ 
Power like Russia, and that she has 
not ceased to be a Great Power. In 
name she hasnot been deposed from 
that position; but in fact, as the recent 
action of Germany shows, she has’ 
been deposed ; and that not so much 
by the reverses she has suffered at 
the bands of the despised Japanese, 
as by the facts of her real condition 
that this war bas revealed. A Great 
Power with no navy, and an army 
that pever moves but to be beaten, is 
a contradiction in terms. 

‘The “Japan Daily Mail” of the 28th 
ultimo has a very interesting article 
on the operations that are going on 
in North-East Corea, which appear 
to have been much delayed, like the 
operations of Oyama’s’ armies, by 
the recurring torrential rains with 
which Manchuria has been visited 
this summer. The Japanese in 
North-East Corea have driven the 
Russians up to the bank of the Tu- 
men, which separates Corea from 
Manchuria, and at the latest news: 
were occupying a line: thirty-eight 
miles long, from :Sochyong on the 
coast to Sinfungsan on the Tumen. 
A battle is expected of similar dimen- 
sions to that on the Yalu, the differ- 
ence being that while the’ Russians 
withdrew from the south bank of the 
Yalu, and allowed General Kuroki to 
cross the river and attack them on 
the north bank, they appear to 
intend to fight this time on the 
Corean side of the river, and Kyong- 
heung on the Tumen’ will occupy 
much the same position that Wiju 
did on the Yalu. The Russians have 
three good reasons for holding the’ 
Tumen; it covers the approach to 
Vladivostock ; the loss of the northern’ 
bank lays the railway open to an 
attack by the Japanese; and it covers 
the road to Omoso and Kirin, and its 
loss enables the Japanese to threaten 
the left rear of the main position of 
General Linievitch. This is where’ 
the Russian General feels his in- 
feriority in numbers. During the 
rains, the Japanese cannot continue 
their general advance against the 
Russian right, and Napoleon 
might withdraw enough troops from 
his right by means of the railway to 
crush the Japanese army in North- 
East Corea, and get them back again 
in time to stay Marshal Oyama’s 
advance, But the Japanese know 


much better what Linievitch is doing] com: 


than he knows what the Japanese 
are doing, and to withdraw the force 


necessary to crush them in Corea, 
would put Harbin at the mercy of 
Oyama. The “Japan Mail” explains 
the situation as follows :— 

“The impression conveyed to out- 
siders by observing Marshal Oyama’s 
procedure since the Battle of Muk- 
den, is that he has quietly waited 
for the Russians to mass their forces 
along the Fénghua-Kirin line while 
other Japanese operations were in 
Penosts of development farther east: 

fe has thus utilised the ‘double 
objective.’ If the Russians weaken 
their Fénghua-Kirin line for the 
sake of clearing away the menace 
on their left rear, then they uncover 
their principal base, Harbin. If 
they-allow the movement on their 
left rear to mature, then they expose 
Viadivostock to isolation, Linievitch 
may have sufficient forces to 
deal simultaneously with all these 
problems, but it is to be observed 
that the Japanese have now no 
less than six armies in the field, 
and experience does not suggest the 
probability of any one of these 
armies being found too weak for the 
task assigned to it.” 











THE EMPRESS OF 
INDIA-KUANGTAL 
COLLISION. 


7th August. 

We issued the following Extra on 
Saturday morning :-— 

“A telegram has been received 
this morning from London, stating 
that the appeal of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Co.-in the above case 
has been dismissed with costs.” 

The circumstances of this collision 
must be still in the memory of many 
of our readers, Shortly before mid- 
night on the 17th of August 1903, 
the Chinese cruiser Kuangtai was 
near Breaker Point on her way from 
Shanghai to Hongkong, steaming at 
94 knots, Behind her came the 
OC. P. R. S. Empress of India, also 
bound from Shanghai to Hongkong, 
steaming at about 14 knots. The 
Empress. kept close behind the 
Kuangtai, came up ‘to her, collided 
with her, and sank her, a number of 
her crew, including her captain, 
being drowned. The: almost uni- 
versal opinion among nautical men 
was that the Empress was to blame 
for the collision, and it is an open 
secret that the legal advisers of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Co. ix 
Shanghai did not recommend fight- 
ing the case; but the company’s 
Hongkong advisers were of a differ- 
ent opinion, and Mr. E. H. Sharp, 
K.C,, was sent up from Hongkong 
to conduct the case for the company 
at the trial at the Supremé Court, 
in Admiralty, here. The Court was 
posed of Sir H. S, Wilkinson, 
Chief Justice, and Capt. Moore, 
B. N,, and Navigating Lient, Hose, 
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R.N. of H. M. S. Sirius, assessors, 
Mr. A. 8. P. White-Cooper conducting 
the case for the Kuangtai. Some 
of the Mercantile Marine Associa- 
tions at home have complained of the 
assessors in this onse being both 
naval officers ; but they do not rzalise 
that steamers nowadays make such 
short stays in port that it is very 
difficult to get mercantile marine 
officers as assessors in a case that is 
likely: to last a considerable time. 
‘This case was opened on the 6th of| 
November 1903, and judgment was 
delivered on the 29th of December 
in the same year, the Court finding 
the Empress of India entirely to’ 
blame. ‘There having been loss of 
life, the liability of the Empress by 
this decision is no less a sum than 
£90,000, a sum so_larye that: 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Co. 
thought it worth the chance to. 
“throw some more good money after 
bad, and appealed to the Privy 
Council, with the result that was 
announced: on Saturday. It has 
generally proved a mistake to 
appeal against Chief Justice Wil- 
kinson’s decisions, 

It may be noted that the state- 
ment was made in the course of the 
trial here that the captain of the 
Kuangtai might have been saved, 
but preferred to be drowned, In the 
course. of his judgment, Sir H. S. 
Wilkinson found that this statement 
was entirely disproved and should 
not have been made, There has 
also been some comfnent on the ap- 
pointment of Captain Marshall, of 
the Empress of India, to the ‘Trinity 
House shortly after an accident like 
this, But it must be remembered 
vhat Captain Marshal! only came on 
the bridge of the Empress two to 
three minutes before the  colli- 
sion, when it was inevitable, and he 








did allhe could to avoid it, and to 
assist: the Kuangtai and her crew 
after the collision. That substantial 
justice has been done is universally 
conceded, and it is only difficulo to 
understand how the officer on watch 
on the Empress, with plenty of sea- 
room, ever allowed the collision to

THE COLLAPSE OF 
RUSSIA.

Tue “Nineteenth Century” in its 
time has published many articles of 
much importance, but it may well 
‘be questioned whether it has ever 
combined within the same covers 
su ch a collection of papers as are to 
be found‘in the July number. Some 
are political, some better, inasmuch 
as they deal less with politics than 
with policy, with the work of the 
statesman rather than with the play 
of the partisan, me 








We are particularly interested at 
the moment, and the world will be 
at one with us in this, not with the 
question of national defence argued 
by his grace the Duke of Argyll, nor 
even by the Secret History of the 
Treaty of Berlin, intensely interest- 
ing as that is, but’ with the five 
opening papers under the heading 
given above, and dealing respectively 
with (1) The Indemnity due to 
Japan, (2) The fall of M. Delcassé 
and the Anglo-French ‘Entente,’ (3) 
Germany and Morocco, (4) Germany 
and Belgium, (5) Great Britain, 
Germany, aud Sea Power. It will be 
seen that these cover the questions 
and of to-day to-morrow. Each is 
treated by an expert to whose 
inions we shall give free play, 
i w Eastern 
occasion seems to require it. 

(1) The Indemnity due to Japan. 
This, the burning question of the 
day, is exhaustively examined by 
Mr..0. Eltzbacher. ‘Telegraphic in- 
formation bas more’than once sum- 
med up tke amount to be demanded 
by Japan at £200,000,000, but, 
hitherto we have lacked any calcula- 
tion upon which such a sum might) 
be based. Mr. Eltzbacher supplies 
the figures founded upon the sums 
actually raised together with, such 
compensation as may fairly be de- 














manded under general heads. His, 
table is as follow:

In arriving at these results the 
precedent established by Germany 
in 1871 has been closely followed, 
figures being given to show to what 
extent pensions, payments to in- 
valids, compensation to citizens, and 
other expenditures were made by 
the victors on that occasion. From 
the above is would seem that the 
demand for £200,000,000 by the’ 
Japanese is by no means exorbitant. 
German expenditure in 1870-1 has 
been variously estimated, the lowest 
figures being given by a German 
statistician £51,000,000, the highest 
by Sir Robert Giffen £60,000,000. 
If then, Germany could claim and 
get’ five milliards, having expended 
from a fourth to a third of that 
sum, surely Japan is entitled to 
a like amount after an expendi- 
ture of more than half of it, 
This sum Russia can raise without 
much difficulty, and the extra 
£10,000,000 or so which it would add 
to the service of her debt would’ be 
no very great addition to her burden. 

‘There is this difference, of course, 





between. the German‘and the Japan- 


ese case. Germany was in effective pos: 
session of a large portion of France ; 
Japan occupies barely a corner of 
Russia. She cannot therefore com- 
pel Russia to pay an indemmity, But 
she can compel the evacuation of 
Eastern Siberia, and, says Mr. Eltz- . 
bacher, “ If Russia should think East- 
ern Siberia not worth £200,000,000, 
Japan may think i¢ cheap at the 
price, and she would probably be able 
to extract £200,000,000 in money 
from that country within a few years, 
by giving to ‘an .English or an 
American syndicate a few conces- 
sions for building railways in 
Siberia, or for exploiting the mineral 
wealth of the soil.” ‘I'he adoption by 
Russia of a Scythian policy “and the 
ithdrawal of troops and civil n 
ministration to-Take Baikal is ex- 
amined only to be . condemned, ‘and 
this conclusion is reached, “ that Rus- 
sia cannot evade paying the Japanese 
war indemnity unless she is willing 
to evacuate not only Manchuria but 
the whole of Eastern Siberia us 
well.” Further oa in. the article 
Mr, Eltzbacher recommends Russia 
to lose no time in making peace. -He 
points to the mistakes of France.

In the last half ot his paper Mr.

This is Mr. Eltzbacher’s summing _ 
up:—“If Russia thinks that her 
most valuable interests lie in Europe,” 
and if she wishes to take up again 
the policy of Peter the Great and 
Catherine the Second, she should 
make peace with Japan as quickly as 
possibl If Russia “thinks that 
revenge and the recovery of -her 











prestige in Asia is her most imports” 
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ant aim and interest, she will have 
to concentrate all her energy, all her 
strength, ond ali ber wealth upon 
Asia for several decades. But in the 
meantime Constantinople may fall 
into non-Russian hands and Russia 
may find herself pushed back step by

M. Pressensé does not agree with 
the party who hold that “perfidious 
Albion” is “ more anxious to embroil 
France with Germany than to draw 
legitimate profits from a loyal agree- 
ment.” At the utmost, he says, 
“Tcould fear that a party—the ex- 
treme Imperialist one—who looks 
on Germany as on a dangerous 
rival in trade and industry, in 
naval supremacy, in colonial expan- 
sion—should be-able to see with 
satisfaction France drawing the 
chestnuts from the fire—and from 
a fire lighted at her expense—for an 
ally.” He declares that France wants 
peace before all things, peace with 
progressive disarmament, unbroken 
concord, and the bloodless evolution 
of freedom, and social democracy. 


“M. Delcas:é had nearly compromised « 


all these great results, Even if he 
was not conscious of the fulness of 
his wrong, he has justly and ‘oppor- 
tnnely been dismissed, France and 
England have something better‘ to’ 
do than give disproportioned import- 
ance to such an incident.” 

It was, once said by a Conti- 
vental statesman that if England did 
not exist someone would have had 
to invent her. Much the same 
wou'd now have to be said of France 
by Englishmen. ‘The best. security 
for agicements between nations is 
identity of interests. It is this 
which has combined the Britains of 
Enxst_ and West: it is this which will 
continue to unite the nations, north 
and south of the Channel. We do 
not want France to burn herself by 
drawing chestnuts from any fire for 
any other benefit: than her own, 
since we are convinced. that where 
interests are identical what is best 
for her will be best for us. ‘M. 
Delcas+é has fallen, but his work 
remains, and he will surely rise 
again.

‘TaE pitiful plight to which Justice 
is reduced in this our Settlemens in 
these latter days-at‘the hands of the 
exponents of the law ‘of some of the 
lesser Latin races was finely ex- 
emplified in the Spanish tribunal 
on Tuesday.

year’s Alhambra farce overstepped 
the limits of endurance, will make. 
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itself felt, as’ one’s tailor says, at an 
early date. Some of the anomalies 
are worth making a note of, even if 
not worth investigating, so that when 
the time comes, as ib surely must, 
when the visits of Alfonso XIII begin 
to bear fruit, the tale may be cate- 
gorically told. : 

Last September we reported the 
case of the Police versus M, Schwartz, 
an Argentine subject (sie) under 
Spanish protection, “for public 
nuisance and the disorderly manner 
in which, the Alhambra Hotel is 
conducted.”

The Shocking Death of Mr. 
Jones 


of .the English Baptist Mission has 
engaged a good deal .of sympathetic 
attention lately. 

‘Ho had. gone to Taishan, the most 
celebrated mountain in China, whose 
tory goes back.to Yao and Shun and 
the Classics, and had rented a room in 
one of the numerous temples on the 
mountain side, intending to remain 
during the summer amonths and carry 
on. his literary work in comparati 
comfort, and at least coolness. 
had been there about a month, when 
on. the early morning of tho 17th inst. 
a furious thunderstorm burst over the 
mountain, torrents of rain fell, and the 
room in which Mr, Jqnes was staying, 
boing probaly old and out of repair, 
could not resist the rush of water, and 
fell, burying Mr. Jones and his Chineso 

in the rains: Anothor of Mr. 
servants’ was sleeping outside in 
the courtyard, and heard three awful 
peals of thunder and got almost washed 
away in the falling rain. Tho lightning 
flashes rovealed the fact of the building 
having fallen, though he heard no cries 
for help, so that the roof and building 
must have fallen instantaneously. As 
soon as it was sufficiently light for him 
to move, he crept down the mountain 
and called for help which was immediate- 
ly rendered. Mr. Jones was dug out 
of the ruins and was found quite dead he * 
had evidently risen from his bed and had 
been struck ou the head by a folling beam 
which. was probably the itnmediate cause 
of death and, falling on his face, was buried: 
ander the débris. Strange to say, the 
s-rvant, who was in the seme room with 
Mr. Jones, was rescued bruise but other- 
wise unhurt as 2 beam lay over him and 
while pinaing him down prevented his 
being wholly buried alive. 

Mr, J- nes's body was carefully removed 
and dress d; the face wore a peaceful 
th-ugh somevhat puzzled, expression, 
and there appenred tv be nu other 
bruises than those on thé head 
AChinese gentleman kudiy placed his 
‘own coffia at the disposal of those making 
the arrangements, and the body having 
be-n placed in it was removed by roxd 
aud rail, and finally laid in its last resting- 
place int the Mission Cemetery in Ching- 
choufa on the 24th inst., a large number 
of foreigners aud Chinese following the 
remains to the grave, 
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This sad and painful evént has caused 
quite a sensation amongst Mr. Jones's 
colleagues and friends far aud wide, and 
deep sympathy is felt for Mrs, Jones and 
family who are now absent iu England.

together to bid farewell to them as they 
take their journey to the homeland. 
Though the winds had been blowing 
steadily for saveral days, last evening 
they quicted down and the weather was 
most propitious. Tho verandahs of the 
double house, occupied on the one side 
by Dr. Myers and family, and on the other 
by Dr. Ament and family, had been 
decorated for the occasion. Red lanterns 
wore in abundance and tho long veran- 
dahs put on a bright appearance. The 
two tennis courts in front of the house 
were called into requisition and rofresh- 
ments were served there. Seats were 
brought-from the neighbouring Assembly 
Hall and the more than two hundred 
guests were easily accommodated. Among 
the guosts were reprosointatives from 
Corea, Japan, Foochow, Shanghai, 
and the provinces of Shantung, Shansi 
‘aud Honan, not to mention the numerous 
contingent from Chibli. ‘The air was 
delici Peitaiho was at its best. The 
song of the ocean was in our ears and the 
salt sea breeze brought health and good 
cheer to all. Surely, Peitsiho is the ideal 
summer resort in China’! There is no one 
in North China whom all the friends 
would delight to honour more. than Mr. 
Gailey. He undertook a huge proposition 
in establishing Y. M. C. A. work in Tien- 
tsin. He has worked hard and made a 
notuble success. He has earned the re- 
spect and confidence of foreigners and 
Chinese alike. High officials have con- 
tributed liberally ‘to his enterprises 
and many are regalar supporters of the 
work.

‘The Emperor's Birthday 
Celebration. 

One of the most interesting colebra- 
tions ever held in Tiontsin was that of 
Friday, 28th July, in honour of the an- 
niversary of the birthday of the Emporor, 
particularly the great formal: reception 
in the evening, to which were invited 
the foreign military aud consular ofticials, 
the heads {of business firms, and others. 
Tho day began with the reception of 
some 5,500 students, who were received 
by the Viceroy in a pavilion specially 
erected, an event which seemed to mark 
an advance in the growing spirit of 
patriotism which is becoming manifost 
more and moro rapidly in China, as is 
evinced by some of the featnres of the 
American boycott. Lator in the morning, 
and lasting until noon, the Viceroy held 
& public reception, which was largely 
attended by the foreigners from Peking 
F and other places, as wall as the ‘Tiontsin 
j community gonerally. Tho evening recop- 
} tion was for invited guesis only, and was a 
magnificent and prineoly affair... ‘The ex- 

tonsive palace was elaborately decorated 

and brilliantly. illuminated ‘by clectei- 
city, generated by. tho, Viceroy’ own 
plant, varying in offect from the in- 
{tonse light of tho larger lamps to’ tho 
}tiny bulbs which peoped from. banks of 





























{flowors. Throughout.the whole longth 
jof the larger halls, on either hand, wore 
+ tables londed good things to ont, 
| whito an army of sorvauts circulated tho 
throng with trays of champagno, mineral 
rs, cigars and cigarettes. "In such 
ital surroundings the mass of gay 
foreign uniforms, toned and sot off by 
the many plain black evening dross suits, 
d contrasted with tho gorgeous summer 
atumes of the Chineso officials, rich 
in bright colours, gold ‘dragons sud 
embroidered birds and avimals indicating 
the various ranks, offered a spectacle not 
soon to be forgotten. Music was fur- 
nished by tho Vicoroy’s: own band, con- 
sisting of about forty native musiciaus, 
who have had years of careful training 
by foreign l whoso performance 
‘was more than creditable, both with bress 
ings.. Nor wore many forms of on- 
tertainmont neglected. In one largo halt, 
a stage had beon erected, whore a con- 
tinuous performance was given by a 
multitude of actors: and actresses, as 
well as noted singers; parts of many 
Chinese;historical plays, melodramas, and 
comedies being rendered during’ tho 
‘evening. One girl was pointed out to me 
as sufficiently famous to receive $1,000 
monthly for her services on the stage, 
while many others, both mon snd women, 
wore ‘! stars” proportionately ‘well paid 
and equally famous, Some of the actress- 
es appeared a little startled by tho form 
of foreign applause given, sinco élapping 
the hands is unknown’ in China, where 
the highest form of approval is marked 
eby cries of “hao, hao” (good, good). 
Te is worth noting that tho presence 
of females on the ‘stago was -unusual. 
Not ouly has this been considered 
the lowest form of employment for 
women (though by io mesus unknown), 
bat it has been unlawful as well, a law 
enforced in the cities, to sume extent at 
least. For such an efalted character os 
jceroy Yuan to employ these actresses 
play sil singers aba fora eoeption gives 
anew status to the question in this district,

spectators, Near the main halls a large 
reception (room, beautifully carpeted and 
laxuriously furnished, offered opportunity 
for rest and sociability, where many of the 
iceroy's site remained to converse with 
‘ors and to see that they were liberally 
supplied with refreshments. 

‘annod by four servants from behind, 
and with @ semi-circular background of 
richly drossed officials, sat Viceroy Yuan 
Shih-k‘ai, rising to shake the hand of 
each arriving guest and to converse with 
those who desired, through his interpr 
‘tor if necessary. Considering this man’s 
wonderful ‘history and the kingly power 
to which ho has risen from comparative 
obscurity, one cannot but look upon him 
with some feeling of awe, and to wonder 
if the throno itself is too high for his 
ambition. Cortain it is that China’ 
future history will be largely affected, if 
not made, by the personality of this great 
Jeader, We often wonder what his attitude 
would be in the event of the Emperor's 
oath and the Inck of an scknowledged 
heir. 

‘The entertainmont of which T write sur- 
passed anything of like nature ever held 
hero, and even the banquets instituted by 
Li Hung-chany pale in comparison withthis, 
It is doubtfal if such complete and per- 
fect arrangements could be made in any 
other part of the Empire, not excepting 
Peking, for no other Viveroy has the 
facilities enjoyed here, in the Inrge staff 
of foreign educated men as the officials 
of his suite, aud a palace which has 
equal outside of Peking—and which w 
originally built for the Empress Dowager, 
though she never oceupied it, One o her 
striking feature was that all of Yuan's 
army officers appeared in uniforms ot 
fororgn style, rather rich in gold Ince, the 
queue being twisted on the heal ‘and 
concealed by the matty military cap, and 
that the carriage and bearing of these 
officers wore in perfect keeping with tl 
dross. It was a groat change for the 
better. Savo for their groator staturo, 
thoy might woll bo taken for Japa 
officers. During the evening the boats 
on tho river, the Viceroy’s bridge, and 
lending roads, wero lined with red 
lanterns, while tho masses of people out- 
side wore made glad with lavish ox- 
hibitions of fireworks. What this event 
cost the Viceroy would be hard to guess, 
but somo conservative estimates were 
from Tis, 10,000 to Tis. 15,000. Despite 





















































the gt heat few visitors left the 
place before midnight, and nothing but

In regard to a question of long 
standing, the removal of ten native huts 





a Ae tame nniinN 
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from within the bounds of the foreign 
Sottlomonts, we report that eftor protract- 
ed negotiations the huts have been 
removed at a cost of $120 of which 
amount: the Association is asked to pay 
$75. 

An arrangement has beon-made by 
which tho foreign’ residences on the 
mountain are, when desired, cared for by 
the local military mandarin at a cost of 
$5 per house. A ‘number of house- 
holders entered into this arrangement 
during the past year. We regard this as 
not only the most economical possible ar- 
rangement for the care of residences 
under present conditions, but as also being 
an important step in the direction of that 
co-operation betieen the Chinese author- 
ities and the officers of the Association 
which is s0 desirable, 

‘Through the Supplies committee 
rangements have beon made for laundry, 
butchery, and general store. 

‘Through the Sanitary committeo the 
health of the community has beon 
guaided. By an unfortunate concatena- 
tion of difficulties there -was a serions 
hitch in the carrying business during.the 
early part of July, causing much incou- 
vonience to a large number of persons 
coming up the. mountain at that time. 
‘Tho chief difficulty, which was betwoon 
Cbineso employer and employees, was 
settled tentatively about the middie of 
Taly and is now in process of final adjust- 
ment. We make hereinafter important 
recommendations looking to a more 
prompt and officient transportation sor- 
vico. 

‘Through our committee on publi¢ im- 
provements the threo roads radiating 
from Union Church have boon paved, or 
worked with a view to permanent uso, at a 
cost of $127.10. 

Ab tho requost of tho Association » 
brauch post-oflice has been established: at 
Sanjaopoo with connections both with 
Dongsi and Mokanshan. ‘This office; 
it is hoped, will be continued during the 
whole of the yoar. 

. Twenty chairs have beon purchased 
for the use of the Assoointion and a shed 
built for housing thow, adjoining the rest- 
honso. 

‘A rest-house keoper has boon employed 
for the year and an English-speaking 
clerk for two months. Quarters have 
eon established for carriers near tho 

* rest-house. A small chait hong has been 
placed on the mountain. 

Rates, both for boats to and from 
Shanghai and other places, and for carry- 
ing from Sanjaopoo to the mountain, 
have been printed in English and Chinese 
and distributed.

5.—Distance of rise 18 yards, 

@.—The match to be shot each year, on 
the 12tn Angust, only in the event of 
ind referee of any com- 
poting club deciding that the state of the 
weather on 12th August, renders it im- 
possible to shoot on that day, can the 
shoot be postponed. Any team so in- 
convenienced must shoot on the first day 
following that the weather permits.

AN EXPLANATION WANTED. 

To the Elitor of the 
“Nowrn-Onrva Day News” 

Str,—In the cause of justice to two 
illused men who liave been unlawfully 
arrested by the Municipal police, con- 
domed, and imprisoned by orders from 
Mr. C. 0. Kuan, the Mixed Court Magi 
trate, and Mr, B. Twyman, British Vico- 
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Consul and. Mixed Court Assessor, I pray 
you be kind enough to grant me space in 
your nextissue of tho“ N.-C. Daily News” 
for the following information— Whose 
fault it is? 

Some time in Juno a warrant was issued 
by the Mixed Court Magistrate for the 
arrest of three persons said to be engaged 
in the production of copper one-cent 
pieces, counterfeit coins. ‘The names of 
thoso three counterfeit coiners I am told 
wore as follows, viz, Shéa Wei-wén, Huang 
Mei-po, Yeh Ah-ying. On Saturday 1st 
Tuly 1905, K. 8. 31st year, Sth moon 
29th day, Yoh Ah-ying was arrested: 
1am told, by a native detective named 
Li Hsing-fu, who for somo reason, released 
tho said Yeh Ali-ying from his custody. 
The other principals, viz., Shén Wei-wén 
and Huang Mei-po were then warned to 
vanish, and they vanished accordingly. 
The datective, however, had to produce 
somebody, so he set the police on the 
track of the innocents at home, The 
police therefore called at the Shén man- 
sion or at Shén’s copper cent factory in 
the Myburg Road, where they arrested 
the only two workmen found on tho 
promises and carried of somo of the 
machinery and coins as trophies of the 
chaso and proof of police vigilance. 

‘Tho two innocents thus arrested wero 
not any of those whose names wero on 
tho warrant, but their names are Chin 
Shun-yiian and Chou Ab-ching. Theso 
innocents being poor and  centless 
were, of course, unable to procare the 
roloase as the third principal Mr. 
Ah-ying had done, so they wero hailed 
before the Mixed Court ‘Tribunal on 
Monday the 10th July. Boing innocent, 
contless, and having no legal adviser, they 
wore promptly condemned as “great 
criminals, though no warrant had been 
issued for their arrost neither’ was proof 
t produced that could stand 
mination of any law: 
innocent-the first, viz. Chin 

1d innocent the second, viz. 
Chou Ah-ching, woro rospectively con- 
domned, tho one to two years’ hard labour, 
the other to eiglitoon calendar months of 










































Tn consequence of this illegal condemna- 
tion the wife of Chin Shun-yiian has 
boon promaturely confined, and the un- 
fortunate man’s father has beon driven 
to madness, and is now a wanderer from 
his home, through both these misfortunes. 
It seems to mo, sir, that the police dotec- 
fixed Court Magistrate, 
and the British Assessor, are sll to blame 
for this grave miscarriage of justice, to 
call it by no harsher name, and the least 
that could be doue would be to release 
the two unfortunate men from prison and 
compensate them for the serious i 
done them. 

I have called on Mr. B. Twyman and 
mentioned these facts to him and even 
handed him @ petition from Cia Shun- 
yian’s father praying for the release of 
his son, but Mr. Twyman is ‘either un- 
willing ‘or unable to do anything in the 
matter. I have written three times to Mr. 
U. ©. Kuan, the Mixed Court Magistrate, 
enclosing a similar Petition from the elder 
Chin and asking for a private interview 
for myself with Mr. Kuan, but though he 
promised to arrange for such on the 16ch 
and 23rd of July he has not yet done so. I 
however called on Mr. Kuan this morning 
and though told he was in, I was after- 
wards told he was in tho city. Owing to 
these various causes I now avail myssIf of 
the privileges of the Press, as above stated 
and subscribe myself,

Presumably the British 
Government aro afraid to tackle the 
question of inland taxation, in spite of 
tho provisions of Article VIII of the 
Mackay ‘Treaty. Probably also. tho 
Huangpu Conservancy question is too 
dificult a. task for a moribund, Govern- 
ment. 4 

So far, our efforts to attract the atten- 
tion of the Home Government have beon 
successful, but we must keep pegging 
away until wo secure the full rights con- 
coded in the Treaty. In this connection 
tho Chineso Government would occupy a 
stronger position in reference to thé 
American boycott, if they showed tho 
slightest sign of lionestly carrying out 
the “solomn engagements” of their own 
treaties.

has hitherto shown China will be chaaged 
to indifference and even hostility. 

Open discussion is a valuable agency in 
public affairs, but it should be guided by 
honesty and candour.

An Attempt to Depreciate

It is reported from Ningpo that owing 





of ten-cash pieces struck by the Govern-

THE VERNACULAR 
PRESS OF SOUTH 
CHINA. 


FROM OUR VANTON CORRESPONDENT. 

Max O'Rell, in his bantering manner, 
used to say that readers were furiously 
eager to seize the morning and evening 
papers, but always flung them aside after 
a rapid glance aver their contents with 
the sarcastic remark “nothing in thom 
again.” Another Frenchman, more il- 
Iustrious still, said “four hostife vews- 
papers were inoro to be feared than’ x 
thousand bayonets.” He afirmed™ iu 
his day : “We fight for ideas aud news. 
our fortresses.” On the other 
hand, « still more renowned German ex- 
claimed : We really gain nothing from 
such interests as occupy the newspapers.” 
Amidst such conflicting judgments as 
to the value of the Press, we are thrown 
back on our own persoual knowledge, and 
must decide for ourselves on such dxta 
as have come under our own vbservation. 
The native Pross of China, wt least of 
the South of China, has. grown up within 
the last twenty yoars. We remember 
when editors were harassed aud their 
offices confiscated, if they published auy- 
thing less harmless, aud more interesting 
than the “Peking Gazette.” Itmay be con 
fossed that the Hongkong native Press, 
whose roots struck deep in the isiand, but 
whose branches spread out. over the 
Kuantung: province, had much .to do 



































with the present vi.ur of the native 
newspapers here. When complaints were 
made to the Hongkong officials’ by the 
Canton msndarins, that government 
matters, hitherto so sacred, were hand- 
led with 8 rough irreverence, they got 
little comfort and less assistaiice. 
Freedom of the Press was the rule in the 
colonies of Great Britian; Hongkong 
was a colony, therefore the editors could 
not be coerced. The consequence “was 
that tho mandarins, seeing that they were 
helpless, submitted to the inevitable. 
After a time, when nothing very serious 
happened, either to their revenues or to 
their harems, and in those days they 
did not seriously care for very much 
beyond these two absorbing interests, 
they ceased to be so obviously anxious, 
and so a native Press developed not only 
in Hongkong but in the city of Canton, 
which to-day is no small industry, and 
no unimportant factor in the life of the 
great city. The native Press attempts 
toreach the ideal of what a newspaper 
should be, which is, we take it, to collect 
and then distribute reliable and valuable 
information which its readers value ; and 
further to guide and foster public opinion, 
even though it may not always be able de 
‘novo to createit. Aglanceat acharacteristic 
Chineso newspaper will show that this 
objectisnot forgotten by thenative editor, 
and that sometimeshe comes very near 
to realising it. A striking example of 
the influence exercised by the native 
Press is furnished in the present ferment 
over the boycott of American manu- 
factures. The Canton Press has entered 
into the fray in a spirit of genuine 
enthusiasm, and has done much to foment 
the agitation. not now careful to 
pronounce an opinion on the wisdom of 
the Anti-American-Commodity League ; 
still less are we inclined to forecast the 
fruitsof the agitation. Whatisabundantly 
evident is that the native Press has from 
the first proved If eager to foment the 
movement, and encourage the leaders. 
‘The decisions arrived at by the Commit- 

, and Shanghai, aud Amoy, 
and Singapore, have been published, 
commented on, jauded bi 
apparent unwillingness of tl 
at Wuchon to join hands with their 
fellow-countrymen, was discussed with 
such scorn that they wore fain wish- 
fal to reconsider their position. 
Dloreover, not only.do the residents of 
the great cities enjoy the privilege of 
knowing what is transpiring m the «ther 
great cities of China, but inlaud towns and 
country villages now command the same 
advantages. ‘The Canton papers ae 
carried throughout the towns of this 
province, under the direction of a well- 
ordered newsagency, by means of the 
steam-launehes which ply the waterways 
of the south, so that everywhere it is easy 
to insure ‘an ximate punctuality 
without much difficulty. Probably never 
the history ‘of the world has it 
found that a powerful Press has 
‘come into existence, cor 
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within so brief a space of time. 
history of the genesis and development of 
tbe vernacular Press in Germany, France, 
and Kugland in the (7th + entury 
offer ne parallel, for ebvious. reasons. 
One characteristic of the uative Press 
cannot escape notice, The editors lash 
out on the corrupt yoverument, and xt 
particular officials, in a way that excites 















astonishment. The bitterness of the 
attack on Yuan -Shib-ksi, dung the 
past fortnight, because he has ventured to 


lift = warning voice against the bitterness 
sf the agitation of the boycott, has 
recently come under my’ notice. 
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Tho “ Daily News” of Engiand does aot 
search the dictionary to discover 
euphemistic diction whereby to describe 
the actions of Mr. Balfour, but its 
language is that of a guarded diplomacy, 
compared with what Chinese editors uso 
when they denounce what they ré- 
gard as unpatriotic. That such violent 
Tanguage is always offective wo doubt. 
In fact doses of abuse are like doses of 
poison. It is true that mnch poison 
may be absorbed into the system with 
impunity, if the empiricist begins with 
little, and gradually increases the doso. 
So may a body of men absorb « consider- 
able amount of abuse, .with indifference, 
after they have become accustomed to it. 
One of the greatest gains to China, which 
the vernacular Press has placed within 
her grasp, is a general knowledge of the 
history of the times. By this sho has 
Jearnt what has already humbled her 
pride. Sho assimilates ideas by which 
she may correct her faults, She will 
be put into possession of ideals 
by which she may make good her 
limitations. The recent agitation over 
the torture of prisoners in ° order 
to extract evidence, would have beon 
impossible without the native Press, 
The “Canton Times” published four 
leaders on the subject which were eagor- 
ly read all over the South of China. But 
perhaps the greatest gain of all will bo 
the gradual birth of a. new solidarity. 
Hitherto, not only is it true that “ East 
East and West is West,” it has boon 
equally true to the Chinoso that “ North 
is North and South is South.” Language 
of contemptnous scorn is often usad by 
either to describe the other. ‘This animo- 
sity will die, Anew consolidated China 
Will rise which is an essential characteris- 
tic of a solf.dependent and self-rospocting 
ngtion, and to this result the native Press 
will have contributed much,

THE BOYCOTT AT 
CANTON. : 


The “ Hongkong Daily Press” has the 
following letter from its Cunton corres- 
pondent, dated the 81st of July.—Che 
Am rebants in Canton, in con- 
sequei placards which have beou 
posted in.vurious parts of the city, and 
in consequence of the Anti-American mass 
meetings and iovtings in tho remplos, 
have sent a joint petition to the American 
Consul-Goneral, asking that Viceroy Ta‘én 
be requested tu probibit the posting of 
these placurds and the holding of these 

ings. 

His Excellency the Viceroy replied as 
follows :—* Received. the dispatch from 
the United States Consul-General at 
Canton. The" dispatch states that. in 
Canton and other places in Kuangtung 
Provinee placards have been posted and 
mass meetings have been held to urge 
the people not to purchase . or use 
American goods. ‘This sort of thing 
tends to impede tho harmouy wud 
peace existing between the two nations, 
and also. the peaco of Knangtr 

It requests me to prohibit 
the posting of these plucards and the 
holding of the:e mass meetings. I have 
pernsed carefully your dispatch, and after 
investigating the matter I find that these 
mass meetings and. placards urging the 
people not to use or puschase American 
goods are caused by yonr Government 
passing au exclusion act, America and 
China have been on peaceful terms for 
8 long time, which “makes it all the 
more unfortunate that such-unpleasant 
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things should happen... The fact is, how- 
ever, that the whole question of boycott- 
ing ‘American goods. originated . from 
the Chinese Chamber. .of Commerce 
in Shanghai, and it gradually spread to 





sother provinces. ‘The people of Canton 


are not alone in this matter, and it 
is not slone in Canton that the public 
mind has been roused. I trust, you 
will find this excusable; the people 
are at liberty to deal in whatever kind of 
goods they like. I cannot prohibit the 
people in choosing not to purchase and 
tise Amorican goods any more than I can 
order them not to do so, for I have no 
such power. Tho meetings held by. the 
people to urge others not’ to use or 
purchase American merchandise are con- 
sidered by them to, be necessary for the 
protection of the interests of their own 
country, which is only natural. If undue 
force were to be used in suppressing theso 


* mass meetings I am afraid it would only 


have a tendency to méke matters worse, 
and the people might get so angry, that 
I might, not be even’ able to persuade 
thom to desist, I hope the head offices 
of the respective countries will be able 
to solve this difficult question, and. péace 
may be preservod. I have already given 
instructions to the officials in the various 
Gistricts of Knangtung province to 
inquire into the’ matter with increased 
energy, and to devise some means to 
ease the people's mind. If there should 
be disturbances caused .by any of the: 
meetings which may tend towards 
serious riots, or if brute force 
to prevent poople from using American 
goods, which amounts to robbing. the 
people of their -liberty,—if gny "such 
unroasonable and lawless measures aro 
takon, I will then instruct the officials 
of the different districts to” punish 
such offenders. If, on the other band, 
meetings wero hold by the gontry and 
merchants for a good purpose, such as 
delivering reasonable lectures, urging 
the people not to use or purchase Ameri 
can. Boods, in order to protect the interests 
of thoir coimntry, or to create a union of 
tho peoplo.to draw up declarations or 
torms or conditions urging the people 
not to uso or purchase American goods 
for a like reason, it is only a proper 
thing to do and T cannot, or have not 
power to intorfere, Your Honourable 
Consul-enoral is an intelligent man, en- 
dowed with grent common-sonso, and you 
will acknowledge that what I have said 
is correct. ‘I havo heard that your 
Honourablo Government intends to treat 
tho Chineso labourers liberally, and as I 
consider your. Government really illus- 
trious I sincerely hope that when you 
roport this mattor to your Honourable 
Government your Honourable Govern- 
‘mont will renew the treaty peacofully so 
that the poople of China ‘will chango 
thoir angor into joy, and the peace which 
has boen in existence betwoon the 
respective countries will be increased by 
tonfold. ‘These are not only my wishes, 



































but I bélieve it is in your heart also.” 





BOOKS TO READ. 


We have received from Messrs. Kelly 
& Walsh, La.,,a delightful story of Irish 
life, by the Rev. A. .P.  Shochan, 
“Glenanaar.” It is one of the latest 
issues in Longman’s Colonial Library, 
and is in paper covers, with tho well- 
known sign of the ship on it, 320 pp., 
8vo. If we may believe in. the authon- 
ticity of the letter that ends the book, 
Canon Shechsn’s story is a true one; 
artistically at any rato it is absolutely 











true. _It is the story. of an Irishman,who 
leaves his. country under, an undeserved 
cloud, emigrates.to the States, becomes 
wealthy, and comes back to marry the 
girl he had left behind him. ” But while 
prosperity has kept him young for, all hi 
grey hairs, sho is old and a widow, and how. 
with her full consent ho. marris 
daughter instead, is most excellently told. 
But attractive.as the lor # 
real. value of the book is,in its pictures 
of Irish life,’ and the misery, caused to 
the country by the misgovernment, which 
has driven hundreds .of thousands of the | 
young bone and sinew of, the population, 
to emigrate to the other, side of the 
Atlantic. There is now a. brighter side 
to this picture. Canon Shechan tells us, 
that tho emigrants who hayo. prospered 
are coming back to, [reland.to.end. their 
days. “And the many. deserted, mansions 
here and there throughout, Ireland, and 
the many ruined castles,.stare from their 
gaping windows seross the sea, and seem 
to.say to the exiled Gael: 

“Come back!, Come back ! , Back: to 
the land of your fathers!....Let us hear 
once more the sound of tho soft Gaelic 
in our halls; the laughter of your chil- 
dren beneath our roofs, the 
bagpipe and the tinkle of the harp in, our 
courts, the shout of..our young. men in. 

jeadows by the river, the old heart- 
ing songs from the filds,,the 
seanchus here where our ‘broken windows 
stare jupon weed-covered. lawns... Come 
back! Come back! The days. are dark 
wud short since ye went ; there is no sun- 
shine on Ireland, and the nights aro long 
and dismal! And there in the moonlit 
Abbey by the river rest the bones. of. 
your kindred! Their unquiet. spirits 
haunt every mansion and cottage, and 
the wail of. their Bensheo is over tho 
fields and up along the hills! They 
shall nover rost in pence till your shadows 
sweep across their tombs; and your 
prayers, like the .night winds, stir the 
ivy on the crumbling walls !’”.

Ld., 
London, in» cloth-bound 8vo. volume of 
238 pages, with a number of excallent 
illustrations from-photographs, Brightly 
and pleasantly written ds the book is, the 
author's intention, as expreseed in his 
opening note, is fully earried out : “ Ihave 
endeavoured to place before my readers 
asketch of things as I saw them, and to 
convey to their minds an ides of how 
Europeans live there, of their amuxements, 
their work, and of those things which are 
matters of daily interest to them, so that 
my book may serve asa kind of - reface to 
that envhralling volume, .the current. his 
tory of China, asit is daily revealed in the 
Press, in magazines, and in learned works.”

I presented my letter of introduction 
from the genial. Japanese, Consul-Genoral 
in Shanghai, Mr, Odagiri, at the Hiogo 
Kencho, and was received with great 
courtesy by the governor of the pro- 
vince, H. E. Hottori, than whom there 
is no moro pleasant and unassuming 
gentleman on earth.

the grave, and life not. worth a penny’s 
purchase ; when the mailed fist granted} 
not to the foo one minate’s repentance ; $ 
when rovengo was swift;.and sure, , Tho” 
ancestors of the, prosent race of heroes! 

‘Tho viow..from, the -fifth, story .,was 
wonderful—all Japan, seomed,. to pass’ 
before my eyes in its beauty and enchant- 
ment. I took twelve snapshots of. the 
castle and its environs, which I intend to 
nurse. into everlasting memory. ‘The 
Japanese people look upon this ancient 
stronghold with. awe and vonoration; it 
sacred to them as 8 symbol of those 
times when their mighty, manhood was 
cradled in endurance and stoic con- 
tompt of death and danger. 


Of’ Russian _prlonecs of war there are 
at present in Himeji about nine’ hundred. 
‘These are mostly sutlors and a great many 
of them hail from the Rarik. . They 
are treated—how shall I term it? well, too 
well, indeed. A large party of them w re 
employed in playing a kind of Russian 
hase-ball, which they seemingly enjoyed 
very much, without giving much thought 
to their comrad~s,in present battle, except 
inasmuch .ns considering themselves d— 
lucky to be—where they were. .Well fed, 
well hvused, compulsory cleanliness gently 
enforce ' (alas ! their only punishmen'), in

been issued by the War Office in Tokio to 
allow nohody t» converse with thes» pri- 
soners ; I did not demur.; no doubt very 
ood reasons existed for causing these 
jorders.

Lot not the wily tourist imagine that 
it is an easy task to gol 88, to this 
castlé, to theso prisoners, and’ to. the 
wounded soldiers. It requires. lotters, 
permits and introductions, .At overy 
gate, turret, avenue, and pathway there 
is placed a sentry, whose. gun would 
never miss fice. Tho strictest. discipline 
is enforced within the castle, and even

ticular care is taken that a visitor do- 
posite all such things as matches or other 
inflaromable articles, which he may carry 
with him, at the entrance. Mi 
negligence might causo the 
of an edifice, sacred to every Japanoso 
heart. It is one of the few remaining— 
perfect—landmarks of the ancient times, 
and one of these days, when ho present 
little trouble has been settled, the Castle 
of Himeji will, no doubt, bo restored to 

its former glory, with golden screens,, 
ken -tatami, coffered ceilings, kake- 
monos, and kinoki keyaki carvings. ‘The 
grand old building well deserves the: 
interior decorations ; its exterior is per- 
fect as it is 
From Himeji I went by the “ Bantam 
ine” railway to‘Tkuno, partly to visit a 
friend—a man from China—who had 
raised his tent in that most beautiful 
spot, for a year’s rest, and also for tho 
purpose of visiting tho famous mines of 














































[that place. After passing three or four 


stations, where the country was mostly 
flat and uninteresting, I entered the 
Switzerland of Japan. No words of 
mine can correctly point the beauty of 
the scenery passing before me, as seen 
from the swiftly running train. It was & 
wintry day, but.the sun was shining 
gloriously. "From the bare and rugged 
mountains its golden rays were reflected 
on the smiling valleys, and on the rushing 
river which we followed through. long 
tunnels dnd over splendid bridges. From 
to the terminus of the line, 
jij, it was nothing but mountains, , 
valleys, torrents and cascades ; cascades, 
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torrents, valleys and mountains. It 
was a Switzerland, but more charm- 
ing—it was a Switzerland and Italy 
combined. After three hours’ ran I 
arrived at Ikuno, where a comfortable 
hotel in the Japanese style was ready to 
receive me, - After » hot bath anda good 
supper, the pretty little ne-sans had me 
tucked up under the silken futons, acd I 
in the arms of—Morpheus, During the 
night it snowed, When my honourable 
tea was served to me in the morning, and 
the wooden shutters had been removed, I 
got upand looked out ; there was the whole 
country covered with a white mantle of 
snow, mountains, valleys, trees, hovses and 
streets, all a shining white, and just then 
tlie sun came out, the snow ceased to fall, 
and nothing can describe the beauty of 
that morning. Any man with a soul with- 
in him would have worshipped on that 
shrine of beauty; as for me—the 
enthusiast” as some of the foreign press- 
‘men here eall me—TI stood there motiouless 
for an hour, filling my senses with extasy 
and my lungs with ozone from that cold, 
crisp, wintry air. ‘The little children of 
the village came out of their houses and 
had a gay old’ time ‘snowballing and 
making snow-images ; they were in theic 
true clement and as lively as frogs in 
fs lotus poud. «It was very cold, but it was 
very beautiful and splendidly healthful. 
‘The next day I took a ride in my 
friend’s dogeart. We went for miles on a 
level road windiny from one valley to 
another, with snowclad mountains all 
around us, and wound up at a pretty little 
tenchouse, where we ‘drank our own 
whisky and smoked mavy pipes, rambling 
about and admiring the manifold beauties 
lying before us. On the mountains the 
leaves of the maple had turned a deep 
purple; those of the cherry were’ dark 
yellow ; the pines remaining in their fresh 
green loveliness. Here xre the Christmas 
trocs #0 much desired in Shanghai at the 
now approaching festive season, also the 
holly and mistletoe, evergreen, charming to 
Vohold. ‘The little plants of the winter- 
wheat are already showing their green 
heads above the soil, barley is sown, 
and beans, carrots, turnips, Japanese 
clover, cabbages, parsley and peas are 
rendy for the cutting. ‘The srasses 




















the hills ‘are still green, and tiny bl 
‘and yellow flowers absund. Soon will 
the fragrant. plum bloom; it is the 


wititer’s daughter, who sheds’ her charms 
when snow.and ice encircle her branches. 

If this should moet the eye of someone 
living in China, say a man like mysolf, 
with limited ‘income, perhaps a man 
with a family, may be in search of rest, 
or health; ono who would wish to dream 
way a month,—to him I would say, 
come to Ikuno. He would here find a 
beautiful country, quictness, absolute 
rest, and no tourists. Within two 
minutes’ walk from the railway station he 
would find » clean, comfortable hotel in 
tho Japanese style, where the charges are 
Yon 45 per month with native food, aud 
Yen 60 por month with foreign meals. 
Spotlessly clean ; kind people, and 1,200 
fest above the sea. During July and 
August cool, breezy, with fine bathing in 
the flowing river, splendid walks, moun- 
tain climbing; amidst flowers and fruits 
and fragrant grasses. During the winter 
an alpine paradiso with splendid shooting. 
No dressing for dintior; no small talk 
with people you would rather not meet ; 
no conventional duties, and no artificial 
courtesy, Nothing but pure air, nature 
adorned with beauty, charming country 
people, and rest, absolute, perfect. 
During the shooting season the hills 
abound with wild boar, deer, pheasants, 
woodeock, and other game. A license costs 
Yen 30. 

Bight years ago the Mitsui Company 
urchased from the Imperial Government 
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the gold and silver mines of Tasei and 
Mikobats, and the copper mine of 
Kanagase, all situated in Ikuno. These 
are now known ‘under the name of 
“Tkuno Ginzan.” A trolley line, drawn 
by horses, runs right up to Nij, picks up 
ore from the different mountains, and 
discharges the same at the works in the 
village, where it is assorted, crushed, 
smelted, and then forwarded to Osaka, 
for the final process of refining. The 
ore is roasted and lixiviated with hypo- 
salphite of soda, and the 
forced by a process of sulphite. Gold 
and silver and copper are found blended 
in this ore ; they are not soparated here, 
but sont in slabs of mixed material to 
Osaka. The works employ 1,500 men, 
women, and children, who work from 7 
am, to 5 p.m, when the night-gang 
relieves them. ‘The office is shut at 5 
clock. The gentlemen connected with 
this mine—managers, engineers, experts 
and clerks, are all men of culture, who 
speak English fluently and who are most 
obliging in showing visitors around the 
works. There is a strong vein of silver 
ruuning for 6,000 feet along the mountain 
behind the offices, where a shaft 400 foot 
is now being 
with splendid results. Th 
come out of the ovens after burning for 
twenty hours in an exormous heat, as 
liquid fire, and are thus discharged into 
iron moulds, where they gradually cool 
off. The smell of sulphurous fumes is 
fectly sickening, but arrangements 
been made to expel the moro 
Polaonons vapours through long shafts 
whero they are finally discharged through 
along chimney onthe top of the mountain. 
The ‘people engaged in this work 20 
quite healthy. ntire 
worked by electricity, as are 
streete of the village supplied with light 
from these engines. The output of gold 
Iver (mixed) goes up to two ounces 
per ton, ‘The whole concera is in fine 
and men work to- 












































wonderful sight to see the hard quartz 
Being crushed into fine sand and all 


valuable ore being oxtracted in re- 
verberating, revolving, —water-flooded 
turbines, then roasted in the enormous 
ovens and coming out as fine, regular 
slabs. This mine is said to have beon 
worked for a thousand years. 

‘The last station on this lino is Nij, 
whero [arrived is twenty minutes, part of 
the way through a splendid tunnel and 
over long bridges. The mountains 
were all covered with snow and tl 
scenary simply superb. Tho fine ‘silk 
factory Oteguki of Tajima employs about 
200 pretty young wonien in winding off 
the raw silk from the cocoons, and 
putting it up in hanke ready for ship- 
ment to America. When I visited this 
factory work was in full swing and ¢) 
girls,laughing and jocund, and si 
like ‘larks; the genial proprietor took 
me in hand and conducted me over his 
premises, where everything was perfect 
and everything was Japanese-made. 
none ‘considers that this silk, 
shipped abroad, pays no export duty, 
is tampered with’ no likin, derived from 
| cocoons direct from the grounds which 
{swarm with mulberry trees; that the 
{ government even gives a subsidy to the 
manufacturers to encourage them, where 
does the China silk come in? How can 
it possibly compete with the Japanese 
article? Manacled with duties from the 
cocoon to the cloth, hemmed in with 
ions, rummaged by petty offi- 
cials, and skinned by middlemen, 
brokers and compradores, how can it 
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survive? And yet it does! Is it 
perhaps owing to its superiority to the 
Japanese kind? It may be, but I doubt 
it very much. 

Whilo eating my tiffin at tho tos- 
house, I noticed an unusual commotion 
in the honourable kitchen, and an ocular 
demonstration found that about two 
hundred dinners were being cooked there. 
Farther enquiries elicited the fact that 
‘a great number of wounded soldiers wore 
expected by the next train from Himeji, 
on their way to the famous hot baths of 
Yushima, situated in the village of that 
name, in the county of Kinosaki, in the 
province of Tajima, and half'a day’s 
journey by ricsha from Ikuno, on a fino 
level road, moandoring améng the valley: 

‘And right enough within ton minutes 
they arrived. Poor fellows,.they were 
badly cut up. But in no way did they 
seem to regret the fact. Rather, they 
looked disappointed because the fun of 
licking Johhny Rusky had so soon ended 
for thom, personally. Nor did their 
appear to hush their native 
jocundity. They were full of fun. 
Nurses were with them; those splendid 
Japanese women (some of high birth), 
who lovingly attend the wounded soldior 
through his sufferings, And the elders of 
the place set before each mau a tray of 
smoking victuals, with a big bowl of 
boiled, white rice, and tea ad libitum. 
Banners were waving and all the kids 
shouted Banzai. As in duty bound I 
offered my humble gift of cigarettes—that 

i le nerve tonic— 
din return by 
ike. Indeed I 
But when I quoted 
(duly interpreted): Claret for boys, 
Port for men, and saké for heroes, they 
would none of it, and the regimental 
surgeons were down on me at once with 
the maxim: Wounds are cured by tom- 
perance. So I shut up and presonted 
some more cigaretti . 

‘They wont down tho lane, thos brave 
follows, to their final cure at the most 
famous baths in all Japan, which a grate- 
ful country had put at their disposal, 
regardless of cost. And it plensed mo to 

that they were all smoking. 

‘The Railway Company is, I hear, con- 
templating x motor car service on the 
fine level road from Nij, tho presont 
terminus, to the renowned hot baths in 
ima village. ‘The distance is about 
e miles. The water contains 
chloride of sodium, carbonate of sodium, 
and choride of calcium in largo 
q: antities, and besides these sul phate of 
potassium, bromide of sodium, saljcylic 
acid, chloride of magnesium, phos- 
phorie acid, and iron. They are said to 
be certain cures for nervous exhaustion, 
bronchitis, rhoumatism, gout, insomnia, 
dyspepsia, scrofula, diseases of the liver, 
uterus, spinal cord, and bladder. 

There are fifty inns, and telegraph and 
postal offices, and some fine temples in 
Yushima and vicinity. But above all 
there is the glorious sea of Japan, where 
the breakers roar, and surf bathing 
is the panacea par excellence for all 
those who come here with shattered 
nerves’ and broken health. And thore, 
in the grand bay of Wakasa, lies 
Ama-no-Hashidate, “The Bridge of 
Heaven,” ono of the “Sankei” or 
“Three Great Sights” of Japan. It. is a 
dy spit, 2 miles long’ and 195 feet 
wide, pino-clad and of surpassing beauty. 
‘The lagoon formed by this barrier is 
perfectly peacefal and calm, while the 
foam-crested waves beat upon its outer 
wall with reverberating thunder.

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THE CHINESE TEA 
MISSION IN CEYLON. 


The Results of its Investigations. 





From 7H “Tres oF Ceviox.” 
— 
Mr. Lyell, who accompanies the 


members of the Mission sent out by the 
Viceroy of Nanking, to study the methods 
of cultivation and manufacture in Ceylon 
and India, seen by a respresentative ‘of 
the “Times of Ceylon” said that the 
Mission had visited many festates in the 
Hatton district and in Uva, and had also 
visited Nuwara Eliys, while they were to 
see some of the low-country estates later. 
+ What struck me most was the extreme 
willingness and generosity of the planters 
towards us. ‘They were most courteous, 
and readily showed us all we wished to 
see. I think the Ceylon planters showed 
themselves, with hardly any exception, 
most liberal minded. ‘ Thefnext point that 
struck the Chinese] members of our party 
was 
THE ENORMOUS QUANTITY OF TEA. 
grown here, ‘The whole country is prac- 
tically covered with tea. They were 
astonished at it, for there is nothing 
it in China, where the plantation 
small and scattered. They 
can we possibly compete 
enormous output ?” 
‘THE CEYLON BUSHES, 
‘Mr. Lyoll says, aro much lower and 
smaller than those in China. In 
the average height is five foot, and very 
much wider than here, but the Geylon 
leaf is more than twice the sizo of the 
Chinese, which, of cours 
Coylonjioutput much greater per acre, 
200 Ibs, per scre is tho most that can\be 
picked in Ohina, 
In the mattor of 
MANUFACTURE, 
what impressed Mr. Lyell'was the economy 
of the rolling mahinery compared with 
the hand labour of China, but Mr. Lyell 
thinks that machine-firing “probably raises 
the leaf to too high a temperature, and 
so affects the delicacy of flavour. The 
Chinese visitors drank a great deal of 
Ceylon tea, it seems, and have grown to 
Tike it, but they prefer China tea still—a 
prejudice which Mr. Lyell shares. He 
thinks Ceylon tea is stronger thau the 
China article, but lacks a certain flavour 
which characterises the latter and makes 
it delightful to its devotees. , 


‘THE NET RESULT OF THE MISSION 
is, Mr. Lyell swys, that the mission think 
the Ohinese methods are superior as far as 
the result is concerned, but they are very 
much more expensive, while machinery 
has also the advantage of uniformity, hand- 
made tea varying very much more. 

Mr. Lyell sees no objection against tea 
being touched by hand. ‘The cook touches 
one's food far more. He fancies that some 
4 the illustrations of the supposed Chinese 
methods published by Ceylon are exag- 
gerated and unfair to the Chinese. 

The veneral impression of the mission is 
that Chins can uever hope to compare with 
Ceylon and India in medium low-priced 
teas, All the advantages are favourable to 
Geyion, with its larger yield per acre, 
cheaper production, &c. ; but the Chinese 
can compete successfully in high-class tea 
and with proper direction recover some of 
the ground they lost in Europe. 

‘There is no hope that the Chinaman will 
bo able to use machinery. ‘Tea here grows 

_ thronghout the year and keep: tory 
busy while in China the plucking. season 
lasts ‘no more than three months. The 
tea plantations are also siaailer, 
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No estate exceeds fifty acres and the 
average are only fifteen acres Expensive 
machinery is hardly possible under those 
circumstances. Most of the high-priced 
tea grown in China is consumed in China 
iteolf, and th nd_in Enrope for 
high-class toa is limited. The tea soils 
of China sro, Mr. Lyell says, very much 
superior to those in Ceylon, the latter 
being so very shallow and rocky. The 
Chinaman is besides the finest agrical- 
turist in the world, and manures and 
cultivates his land very carefully. 

Mr. Lyell says the mission are extremely 
satisfied with tho results of their visit to 
Ceylon, but whether they will make any 
recommendations for the introduction of 
our methods into China they have :not 
decided yet.

Frow tHe “Koie Herauo.” 
Villages Isolated by the Maize

We published on the 23rd of July « letter 
from a Japanese non-commissioned otficer 
at the front in ‘which some interesting 
details were given of the Japanese sunitary 
arrangements and other features of life 
in the camps. We have since received « 
further letter from the same source. It is 
dated 28rd July, and was written from the 
vicinity of Changtu. * e translates portion 
of it as follows: —The temperature here 
varies from 80° to- 90° every day, and fre~ 
quent atinospheric “depressions, generally 
parsing uorthward, bring thunder and rain 
storms, pox epidemics are reported 
among the natives, bub-no cases of this 
disease have been recorded in the army. 
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‘The Division to which we belong is for- 
tunately in the very best sanitary condition. 
No drinking water is obtainable in U 








* districts aud there are no roxds to speak of, 


but, thanks to the mighty efforts of our 
medical officers, the health of the men 
is kept in a most satisfactory state. It 
seems that you are having rather busy 
times in reyard to the peace. negotin- 
tions. We hear that Baron Komura is 
about to arrive in America, so ne doubt 
you. will soon be getting plenty of news. 
“as Lhave had several enquiries from home 
as to the trvops’ views of the peace ue- 
igotintions, I may say that there is no 
Sxcitement among the men on this sub- 
ject. ‘They calmly glance through the 
newspaper columns, with their heavy type 
headings, and comment on the conteats 
as indifferently as if the news concerned 
some country other than our own Imperial 
Empire. ‘he soldiers have no wish for 
diplomacy in the matter, and I do not 
think it is advantageous for us 6 under- 
stand more about politics than the meau- 
ing of the word. ‘The maize crops are 
growing fast and are already about as

obtained snd havo tho result of isolating 
the various villages. Oue feels as if the 
world had become narrowed.

It scoms 
that the home people think that we are 
short of lighting materials, but Lam proud 
to my that we sti!l have supplies of the 
wax candles imported from Holland, and 
also kerosene oil from America, In fact 
the troops aro well supplied with all 
necessary articles, and we may even be 
said to bo Jexding'a rather extrayagaut life 
out hore. * 3

After 
prisoner was handcuffed he shook his fist 
in witness? face and said that he would 
kill him with a knife. ‘The man was then 
put in the coal bunker. About 4 p.m. 
witness went to see the accused and to 
take'the handeufis off him if he was quiet, 
but. he started to curse, swear, and rave 
again and s» he was lef alone. Witness 
then walked to the bridge deck where the 
doctor was performing an operation ou ove 
of the men. Accused followed him and 
going over to the dvctor asked him for a 
Knife making the statement that he wished 
to kill wituess. ‘Tho doctor said the mai 
was dangerous to have about the ship, 
gave hin injection of snorphin; the 
man being removed to the officers’ hath- 
room where he was given food nd water. 
The prisoner was kept locked up unti 
Monday afternoon. 

Accused stated that he had bee locked 
up for threo days. “He did not use a 
knife on the witness or he would not 
have bepn alive in Court. 

In reply to the Court witness said that 
to his knowledge none of the erew had any 
liquor on board. The pris. 
if ho was out of 
appear to have been driuking, 

Prisoner said witness tried to make 
him eat pig’s flesh and that was contrary 
to his religion. He had three witnesses 
who could prove this. 

Witness said he had nothing whatever 
to do with the food. 

‘Thomas Lancaster, second steward, 
corroborated tho statements cf the first 
officer. When the man was on the 
gangway in the morning there was a 
chance of his falling into tho river. 
Witness assisted to hold the man down 
while the handeufis were put on him. 
When prisoner had been handcuffed he 
told the chief officer that he would kill 
him. Witness was on the bridge in the 
afternoon when the prisoner asked the 
doctor for a knife ashe wanted to kill the 
first oficer. When accused was in the 
lock-up he was given 
to 
















































On being asked whether he bad any 
questions to put to the witness prisoner 
said he depended entirely on God. 

Captain Davies said he shipped the 
man tt Colombo, Ho had not had any] 
trouble with him except that the other 
firomon had complained of hisill-treating 
them. Six Lascars were shipped’ at 
Colombo. On two occasions —witnoss 
had been awakened in the night by 
shrieks and had focnd the prisoner 
delabouring the man whom he relieved. 

Prisoner said that he did not wish to 
stay in the ship as they had this time 
treated him badly and next time might 
throw him into the sea. 


‘The Captain ho had no wish to 














keop the man, but unfortunately he bad 





drawn a month’s advance and a fortnight 
was not worked out. 

Prisoner, in reply to the Court as to 
whether he wished to make any state- 
ment, said he did not wish to ask anything 
from anybody except God. 

His Worship said he would be sen- 
tenced to one month’s imprisonment 
with hard Iabonr. - He believed prisoner 
was a bad character. 

Prisoner said he was willing to take. 
six months’ imprisonment, but he did not. 
want to go buek in the ship.

CONSULAR COURT. 


Boforo Sates L, Ropozns, Eeq., American 
Gonsul-General, Acting Judicially. 


U.S. Peoria v. J..G. Bets. 

J. G. Boll, of the Shanghai-Hongkong 
Building, Loan, and Investment Company, 
was charged with unlawfully obstructing 
and forcibly rescuing a native prisoner 
from the custody of native P.C. 772, on 
the Range Road, on the 2ist ‘of July, 
1905. : 

Inspector Bourke conducted the caso 
for the prosecution, and Mr. F. M, 
Brooks appeared for the defence. 
Honour first examined Mr. Bell as 
to his nationality, and in reply Mr. Be!l 
said he was an American citizen, born at 
Hankow. He had” been resident in 
China all his life. His father was an 
American citizen. He had never app 
ed in the British Court as a’ British 
subject. He had given evidence there 
ina “chip? but was not the det 
dant in that action. 

‘The witnesses for the prosecution were 
Mr. John Green, Ser; Jubnseu, De- 
tective-Inspector’ McDuweil, and native 
P.C. 772, whose evidence was to the effect 
that at 7.30 p.m. on the 21st of July 
Mr. Green returued to his house, No. 33, 
Haskell Road, situated just outside the 
Settlement limits, and found a large crowd 
of Chinese assembled in the:street. He saw 
a Chinese lying in a riesha, who seemed to 
have been seriously injured. ‘The man 
‘was in a semi-couscious state. Mr. Green 
made enquiries as to’ what had occurred 
and learnt that a Chinese watchman had 
assaulted the injured man. Mr. Green 
called Chinese policeman No. 772, 
and tave the watchman in charge, 
telling the constable to take both 
the watchman and . the injured man 
to the Police Ststion. He then tele- 
phoned to the Police Station and in 
response to his. telephone message 
Inspector McDowell went round to'seo 
him. Shortly afterwards Mr, -Bell, the 
defendant arrived, and asked Mr. Greon 
what right he had to give one of their 
employees in charge outside the limits of 
the Settlement. Mr. Bell said that ho 
had got the man away from the police- 
man. Mr. Green did not witness the 
assault—Sergeant Johnsen said ho 
re a telephone message from Mr. 
Green about 7.0 p.m, and sent two men 
to Mr. Green's house, Half-an-hour 
later the injured man—a riesha coolie— 
was brought into the station. He was 
unconscious and was bleeding from the 
right leg and left arm. He was sont to- 

























































the hospital—Inspector MeDowell cor- 
roborated Sergeant Johnsen’s statement 
as to the condition of the injured man, 
and said that he afterwards visited the. 
scene of the assault in company with 
native P.C. 772. Ho was also shown the 
place where the prisoner escaped, 
which was inside the Settlement, 
opposite the Nursing Home, and neat 
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to Range Road corner.—Native P.C. 772 
ssid the watchman was given in charge 
hy fs foreigner, who instructed hi 
take the watchmen and the 
man to the station, On hig way to 
the Station he was met by the de- 
fendant, who told him he had no right 
to arrest a man outside the Settlement 
limits and that the prisoner was in his 
employ. ‘The defendant seized the con- 
stable's arth aud took the prisoner away 
from him. ‘The prisoner then rau away 
and the constable blew his whisile, The 
prisoner was not again caught. ‘The con- 
stable's conversation with Mr. Bell was in 
Chinese, ‘The prisoner was rescuel by 
force, the defendant dragging the con- 
stable by the hind. ‘The constable stated, 
under oress-examination, that he did not 
make the watchman pull the ricsha to 
the Stations An outsider, whom he did 
not know, pulled the ricsha. 

Mr. Brooks moved that the caro be 
dismissed. ‘The policeman had no right 
to arrest the watchman on a foreigner’s 
neither he nor the 
foreigner ‘bad seen avy ussault or 
offence, and particularly so withont a 
warrant. ‘There had been no legal offence 
proved ageinst Mr. Bell. In order that 
there should be a legal offence, the watch- 
man must first of all have been in lawful 
custody, " Ifa prisoner was not in. Inwfal 
custody, then it’ was no offence against the 
aw to assist him to escape or to rescue hima. 

‘The motion was denied and Mr. Brooks 
called the defendant, who said that on 
arriving at his house from a drive ou the 
21st of July about 7,30 p.m. he heard that 
his No. 1 watchman had been taken to 
the Police Station in connection with an 
assault which he was told had occurred 
outside the Settlement. 
the constable and camo up with him at 
the corner of Hannen Road aud Runge: 
Road, insid the Settlement. He aaw the 
arrevted watchman pulling the riesha, the 
policeman walking at the side and holding 
him’ by the queue, Witness asked the 
constable what right he had to arrest the 
man outside the Settlement and told him 
Bhat tho man was in his Companys employ: 
‘The watchman then dropped the 
of the riesha and wont away.  Wituess 
did not lay a hand on the policeman, ‘That 
was all that occurred. 

Five Chineso watchmen corroborated 
Mr. Bell's story. ; 

Inspector Bourke submitted that it 
made no difference to the offence whether 
the watchman was rightfully arrested: 
The rescue took place inside the Settle- 


















































charge ot the constablo, If Mr. Bell 
thought a wrong had beon done, his re- 
+ medy. was to accompany the constable to 
the Police Stution and obtain redress 
thore, 


Mr. Brooks pointed ont that he had 
brought evidence to prove that no forco 
was used by Mr. Boll, that the arrest was 
quito illegal, and tho watchman was not 
in lawful custody at the time of his 
escape. Ho could produce reports of 
cases, the judgments in which laid down 
that it was no offence to rescue a man 
from unlawfal custody. He. therefore 
asked that the caso be dismissed. 


His Honour said that the cixeum 


stances of the arrest did not affeot tag 
ease, If any wrong had boon done in 
comnection with the arrest there vas a 
right way and a wrong way of obtaiuing a 
remedy, and Mr. Bell had chosen the 
wrong way. If he had not used force, he 
had obtained the release of the watch. 
man in a way that was probably quite as 
effective. As these lengthy proceedings 
had already proved expensive ta the 
defendant, he would inflict only alight

‘The punt had a head and 
ern line and they wore fleeting the boat 
1d hd just let go che stern line when a 
steam launch camo along at a good rato 
of speed and the swell caused by her 
canted the boat over; some water 
got in and deceased and witness both 
went to one side and the boat turned 
over, Witness was pickel up -by the 
second mate who jumped on the lighter 
for that purpose. "Phe accident happened 
at about 10 a.m. on the 3rd inst, Witness 
and deceased had been having » fight « 
little while before the accident, but were 
not fi,hting when the boat cupsized. ‘They 
lind quarrelled as deceased had let yo the 
stern line previously and  wituess had 

wled at him for letting go the rape. 

‘hey had never quarrelled before. He 
recognised the body seen at the mortuary 
as that of Alvarez, He kuew it by the 
clothes and hair. He could nob recoguise 
the face, as it was too bidly decompused, 

D. G. Dedrick, sworn, said that the ac- 
cident happoned at about 10 a.m. on the 
Srd accident was not witness- 
ed by any one except th witness. 
‘The body was seen alongside the ship on 
Friday afternoon, but nono of the officers 
or crew could recognise it and the tide 
carried it away before it could be secured. 
From the appearance of the clothes on 
the body, witness: would take it as that 
of Alvarez, Deoensed was, about 18 
years of age.

Captain lf. K. Dedrick, sworn, said that 
lhe was the master of the Kohala, of San 
Francisco ‘The vessel loaded at Portland, 
Ore. with luiaber. ‘The deceased who was 
aChilian, shipped at Portland. After ho 
was drowned his clotles were taken aft. 
There were acoupls of Spanish discharges 
among his’ effects. He could not speak 
English, Deceased and Kruger were in a 
punt alongside the ship scrubbing, getting 
















































ready to paint. The duty were 
engaged in was regular ship's duty. 
Witness ad heard that the men 


had been fightiog, but understood that 
it did not unt to much. No one 
saw the accident. ‘The second mute saw 
Kruger struggling in the water and jum 

ed into a lighter aud picked him up, whilo 
the deceased was carried under the ship. 
A boat nnd sampau were sentafter him, but 
be could not be found: ‘The accident’ was 
caused by the wash from a steam Iaunch 
which made a heavy swell and the men 
became frightened and jumped to one side 
and caused the punt to capsize. Witness 
had seen the body at the Mortuary, but 
could not say positively that it was that of 
Alvarez.

Shanghai was opened: to trade in 1843, 
and the foreigners established themselves } 
in the native city,'and they adopted as} 
their hong-names, some of which remain | 
to this day, the names of. the native!

until a Settlement was established: It 
is evident from tbe report of Mr. Barris 
that there is no. really :convenient'site 
for a Foreign Settlement’ at Changsha, 
and therefore, according to his view, 
Changsha is never to be really opened 
at all.

scholar Chou Han, whom he gently 
stigmatises a8 a “misguided patriot.” 
He gives us a very good ‘pen-picture, 
with a chart of the harbour, of Chang- 
sha and its surroundings, including the 
hill of Yolu and its college, once the 
home of the Confucian commentator 
Chu Fu-tse, whose grave at Kiukiang 
is one of the memorable sights of that 
rt, He mentions that the site which 
the Japanese were ready to accept for 
a Foreign Settlement is. on the river 
bank outside the North Gate of the 
city, and subject to inundation. This 
site, and the regulations proposed. he 
says, “have not as-yet been accepted by 
the other Powers,’ who favour mixed 
residence.” - By “mixed residénce” he 
means, apparently, residence in the city, 
where a house has been provided for 
the British Consul ; and it is for adopt- 
ing a course favoured by all the Powers 
tbat such vigorous attempts have-‘been 
made to crush Mr. Bennertz, the pioneer 
‘of British trade in. Changsha. A plan 
of the- proposed Settlement is given ; it 
wouldhave been more useful if the height 
of the ground above or below high water 
mark had-been given, 40 that intending 
settlers might have had some idea of the 
amount of filling-in’ and ‘raising they 
would have to undertake. Considering 
the obstacles put in the way of trade by 
the officials, it is not to-be wondered at 
that the imports of foreign goods were 
not larger, the total -value -being -some:

On July 25, General Linievitch sent the 
following telegram’ to ‘the Czar :—On 
receiving Russian papers we found that 
they produced false reports from foreign 
journals’ to the effect that the Russian 
troops had been surrounded by the Ja- 
panese. We thus discovered that un- 
founded statements as to our position were 
in circulation even in our own country, 
I therefore now emphatically state that 
our troops have not been surrounded nor 
in any way placed in a critical situation. 
‘The enemy hias several times attempted to 
make a turaing movement round our 
flanks, but on each occasion he has failed, 
Our forces and those of the enemy are 
fuce to face, but they are a considerable 
distance apart. ‘The Japanese frequently 
‘attempt to approach nearer to us, but are 
always repulsed by our troops. ‘The spirits 
of the latter are’ so high that I can safely 
rely upon them. ‘They are making pre- 
parations to meet every contingency.

‘Tue “Japan Mail” quotes the follow-

“Thope I have made plain my view on 
the Chinese quest 

“T am not criticising the enforcement of 
the law. If by treaty or law it is necessary

In reference to the steamer Cicilie, 
the “Japan Mail ” says :

Ovn Amoy correspondent mentions the 
death of a well-known native millionaire, 
‘Mr. Lim Sze-fu, The following notice of 
him. appears in the “China Mail” from 
its Amoy correspondent :— 

Ono of the great millionaires of tho 
South of China has just. recontly - passod 
away, loaving, it is said, thirty millions of 
dollats to be made ducks and drakes of 
by a numerous family that ho held in tho 
severest subjection whilst he was alive, 

In many ways he was a very pleasant 
man to deal with, but he belonged fo the 
old school, and was dominated ‘by the 
very narrowest of views. His benovol- 
ences, too, were cartied on so secretly 
that one nover heard of their existence. 
Though a man of culture and refinement 
he was profoundly superstitious, and that 
finally led, it is reported, to his doath. 

Tt was said that years ago he called in 
a fortune teller, who warned him on no 
account to consent to becor Mandarin. 
“Tf yon do,” he eaid, “the spirits have 
shown mo that it will be tho canso of 
your speedy death, and the power you 
have graspod will slip from your hands.” 
So profoundly was the millionaire impross- 
‘ed that ho stoadily rofused every offer 
made by the Government to appoint him 
to office, and he spent his days quietly in 
the midst of his family. 

A month ago a consor arrived in Amoy 
with whut really turned out to be the 
doath warrant of the millionaire. ‘Th 
consisted of an Imperial edict appointing 
him Vice-President of tho Board of 
He was given no option in the 
matter. When. the Commission was 
handed to him his heart sauk, for he 
membored the words of the soothsayor. 
He felt that his doom was sealed. He 
had been ailing for somo time, but from 
this onwards he grow gradually worse and 
finally passed away. ‘This is the story 
that is being told by tho Chinese, but it 
is impossible to say how truo it is.

‘Amid bh of blackened’ wreckage 
there are ghastly evidences of the havoc 
wrought by machine guns and rifle vol- 
leys. An area of 1,000 acres: is horrible 











with the signs of the conflict, 
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Eye-witnesses, assure me that 1,800 
persons wore killéd that’ night, without 
counting 3,000 wounded who have since 
died. i 

When the battle began the Cossacks, 
the infantry, dnd the machine gun sec- 
tions fired at sight. 

‘The wounded only escaped by lying 
prone, and in agony, throughout the 
infernal night. Scores were burnt to 
death by the flames. 

Whenever a wounded person, man or 
woman, rose to his feet or tried to crawl 
away from the enveloping fire, he was 
ruthlessly shot down again, 

Many people, driven forth by tho 
flames, fell on their knees, imploring the 
soldiery to spare their lives. For reply 
the troops riddled them with bullets. 

The Cossacks and the infantry dealt 
with individuals and groups. The machine 
guns wore used for crowds. : 

A hundred men and twenty women, 
‘after pillaging the liquor stores, over- 
come by spirits and champagne, lay sleop- 
ing ona coal-leap. Thoy were riddled 
to death by.two machine guns. 

At five o'clock when the pillage was at 
its height, it would, have been an easy 
matter for. the troops to drive out the 
rabble, and. to arrest a greater part of 
thom, if they wished. 

Instead of that, the authorities allowed 
the loot and arson to proceed until sun- 
down, Then the victims, guilty and in- 
nocent together, were encompassed and 
shot down like rabbits. 

The most, dastardly part of the but- 
chery was the closing scone at day-dawn. 
A crowd of terrified people, who had been 
hiding, ‘and were innocent of the out- 
rages, fled up a steep thoroughfare load- 
ing from the pratique harbour to the city. 

Immodiately opposite the Palace, and 
under the Governor's eyes, the machine 
guns were brought into action and 
mowed down the advancing crowd of 200, 
people, 

It would have beon perfectly oasy to 
arrest thom all, but no quarter was given 
on that torrible night.

‘The real significance of the recent meet- 
ing of the Kaiser and the Czar at Borgo, 
ind, continues tu hea mystery at, this 
distance, hut according to a Buropean 
report received here, the conference seems 
to have been proposed by the Emperor of 
Russia, whose suite on that occasion 
included Grand Duke Michael Alexandro- 
vitch and ‘the Ministers’ of the Houso- 
hold and Marine, Well-informed circles 
in Tokio entertain no misgivings, and 
are inclined to believe that the  této-d- 
téte chiefly concerned Scandinavian 
affairs, With roference to the European 
telegram quoted above, the “ Kélnische 
Zeitung” authoritatively traverses tho 
Fronch allegation that the meoting was 
suggested by the Kaisor against tho 
wishes of tho Czar. By tho way, tho 
“Novoo Vremya,” discussing the penco 
conference, says that it is an important 
affair to the world inasmuch as it will 
detormind the positions of the Powers in 
the Far East and the relative superiority 
or inferiority of the white and yollow 
races. Russia is responsible not, ouly to 
consult her own interes!, but #lso to 
work indirectly on behalf of the other 
Powers, so that, considering their in- 
terests, they will not stand by as more 
spectators. Tho recent iooting ,of the 
Kaisor and the Czar, it points out, is to 
be regarded as of deep political si 
ficance if observed from the

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‘On the 13th of July I received a dis- 
patch from his Excelleney the Governor, 
stating that the Waiwupu having réceiv- 
ed telegrams from Chinese merchants 
of various ports stating that they had 
inaugurated a boycott on American goods 
‘as a means of protesting against the un- 
just clauses of the New Exclusion Treaty, 
and requesting the Waiwapa not to 
sign the new ‘Treaty as it stood, 
the said Waiwupu had replied that the 
draft of the new Treaty had been drawn 
up by Minister Liang Chéngin Washing- 
vho sent the draft to the Americ: 
Foreign Office, but that it had not. yet 
been seltled upon. Furthermore, the U. S. 
Minister Rockhill, who had arrived in 
Peking, had in x, conference with the 
Wainupu regarding thenew Treaty’ spoken 
in.a friendly und affable manner, nor was 
there any indication of coercing our 
Government to sign the craft of the new 
‘Treaty as‘it stood. Moreover the said 
U, S. Minister had also ‘signified bis 
willingness to telegraph to his Govern- 
ment to change for the better any of the 
objectionable clauses in the-proposed new 
‘Treaty. It is, however, feared that th 
Chinexo merchants in question may have 
acted in a moment of impulse, although 
it is recognised that the step they have 
taken in unanimously proposing the hoy- 
cotting of Amerioin goods and manufac- 
tures either through the columns of the 
Press, or by Expresses, was inspired by 
just anger at the treatment of their fellow- 
countrymen entering the United Stites. 
‘here is cause for apprehension, how- 
ever, that evil characters may take the 
‘opportunity to create disturbances aud 
intluence the ignorant masses to break 
the peace. In view of this, therefore, the 
Waiwupu states that it is most important 
that steps be taken to exhort everyone to 
be patient and quietly. await the result of 
the said Board’s deliberations on the 
subject, His Excellency the Governor, 
haying sent a reply by telegram to: the 
Waiwupn, now. instructs the Bureau of 
Commerce to issue this proclamation to

Canton after an absence of ten years, 
would be at first startled at the ica~ 
tions of foroign activity and advance. 
Shamoon has a plethora of residences and 
godowns. Property-has rison abnormally 
in value, and land thereon is almost worth 
its weight in gold. Wharves, godowns, 
and oil-tanks rise as conspicuous evidences 
of trade development on the river's front, 
beyond the limits of the foreign conces- 
sion. - But perhaps the most conspicuous 
example of progress is the new bund.

Stroot after stro 
and shop: After’ shop has installed this 
modern' cojivenience, and there would 
appear to be no limit to its reasonable 
extension, ‘The olectrical company has 
no doubt a great future before it, for 
thero is no other competitor in the field, 
If tho exponse can be brought within-the 
roach of the economical Obineso of the 
middle classes, there is no reason to 
doubt that ere long all the prinoipal 
shops and houses in Canton will adopt 
tl provement. It is almost amusing 
to seo the electric light in a small shop, 
which appears to the foreigner to contain 
nothing of value, and less that will offer 
possibilities of s successful business, 
But é0 it is. ‘The Chinese, however, may 
be safely left to manage their own affairs, 
There is some discussion as to tho 
advisability of erecting another generat- 
ing power at the north side of the city, 
and if this is done, the whole of this vast 
mass of houses will be soon lighted: with 
electricity. 


The American Boycott. 
‘From personal conversation with repré- 
le classes, who 
are not deoply interested in nor person-

THE TRAMWAYS OF 
MANCHESTER. 





Lord Avebury and other gentlemen 
busy in dissominating alarm about the 
growth of municipal exponditure, and in 
thus often furthoring tho objects of great 
monopolising companies who desire to 
make a profit out of citizons by means of 
ovor-capitalisod joint-stock. ‘companies, 
might do worse than study the accounts 
of the ‘Tramways Committeo of the M 
sr Corporation issued the other day. 
Theso accounts show that in the year 
ended March Sist last, the gross revenues 















earned by carrying nearly 127,600,000 | 8 





passengers, the great majority ‘of them 
1d. fares, came to £631,956 and 
working ' expenses 
thore was an jablo net rovonuo. of 
£222,228, ‘Thanks to this magnificent in- 
come the corporation was able not only to 

rovide-the interest on the mortgage debt, 
Ent to devote £85,379 to debt redemption, 
and after meoting other charges, such as 
£10,000 for rent of tramways, was still ‘in 
the position,to apply £70,907 to renewals 
and depreciation, to contribute £46,000 in 
of rates, and to spend £4,048 on street 
improvements round the infirmary, in- 
torest payments, ete. In the two years 
endetl at the date given the ratepayers 
of Manchester have received £96,000 in 
relief of rates, while upwards of £140,000 
has been devoted to renewals and depre- 
ciation. How does a statement like this 
compare with the accounts of a joint- 
stock company? What benefit would 
the citizens of (Manchester obtain from 
the largo not revenue such a company 
might have drawn from the city's traui- 
way servico had it boon in control there- 
of? Would fates have been as low sud 
the sorvice as efficient, or would the 
capital account of. the company have 
beon steadily reduced? None of these 
things would have been. The justifica- 
tion for. municipal ownership of public 
services of this kind is to be found in the 
fact that the benefits accruing from the 
business are the property of the citizens 
‘as a whole, And Manchester has evidently 
had her tramway service established at 
a. much lower cost than a company would 
have done the work for, There.is no 
“water” in the capital spent by the 
corporation, no ‘founders’ shares” or. 
ordinary shares taken by the promoters 
as plunder in reward of their public 
enterprise. The gross capital expendi-

Who these 
ex-British soldiers, several of them wear- 
ing medals, arrived. at the mines, they 
surprised the managers by giving orders 
to their fellow-‘immigrants" in’ proper. 
military fashion, aud seeing that they 
saluted correctly. i 
Most of the men are, however, hea- 
thens, and can neither read nor write. At 
Durban, where they land, an educated 
Chinaman—quite an imposing personage 
kept busy writing lotters home to 
riends of their safe arrival; and. 
Rand the same system is pursued. 
y of the Chinamen is subject to 
deductions for cash advanced to them in 
China, and for amounts which many of 
them desire should be paid there to their 
friends. 

In tho compounds the men pass their 
time, when not at work, in sleeping, 
eating, and amusing. themselves. Many 
of them aro exceedingly neat in their 
arrangements, and their bunks are 
adorued with photographs and personal 
belongings, much in the samo way as 
would be the cabin of a miner of 
European nationality. 

{t should be remembered that thero 
aro various grades of those mon, but 
the majority belong to a lower order. 
They are naturally very suspicious, 
secretive, litigious, and easily excited 
toa pitch of uncontrollable fury: * 


For all this, they have their virtues. 
They are hard-working, and very amon- 
able to straightforward dealing. ‘They 
have Temperance Socioties, the mom- 
bers of which are pledged not to touch 
intoxicants, opium, or tobacco, In short, 
there is excellent inatorial amongst thom 
for the making .of Salvationists ; their 
great need, Jike that of all poor fallen - 
humanity, being sound conv. Tho 
kindness of their ‘characte 
excited by real or supposed ill-treatment 
—may be judged of by tho fact that at 
the New Year's (Chinese reckoning) feast 
ou the Rand, at ono of the mines the 
Chinese workers, of their own accord, in- 
vited the uatives to. dinner, and: waited 
upon their guests. 


‘This Chinese festival, by the way, was a 
great opportunity for the Colestials far 
from home to show their love of country 
and national traditions, “They bravely 
flaunted their gaily-coloured banners, 
marched in procession, danced with 
delight around the fearsome dregou—~ 
75 feot in longth, and maile of calico and 
bamboo—and at night offered sacrifices 
of fruit, rice, and biscuits to the god of 
Heaven, the goil of fortune, and the 
shades of Confucius and Mencius. All 
sorts of ceremonies were gone through, 
including the propitiation of tho spirits 
of the earth by pouring glasses’ of wine 
down the mine shafts; and the feasting 
in the. dining-halls of the compounds 
was just of the sort the Chinaman 
loves. s 

It is amongst these queer people—who 
really believe all Europeans to bo barba- 
risns—that Captain Nelson has hopefally

John Henry, master of the Coulsd u, 
doposed tha’ at 6.5 a.m. ho was informed 
that the. defendant would uot turn to with 
his work and complained that he was sick 
ulthough he appeared all right. Defendazt 
had had a late night and did not return 
to the ship from shore until 3 a.m. that 
day. Witness sont along to the man but 
he could not be found having presumably 
gone ashore. In half-an-hour the de- 
fondant was soon again, Witness, sent 
for, him, he refused to go aft, to see 
witness, and stopped in the forecastle 
whéro he was packing up hix clothes as 
if he was going ashore. . Witness sent the 
chiof officer to tell the man that if he did 
not get to work or go’ aft and see him 
boforo 8 o'elock he would be 
arrested not ouly for refusal of duty but 
also as a possible desertor.

Plaintiff called defendant's 
attention to this and he, saying he would 
see about it, ran through the door and did 
not return. Plaintiff through Mr. Roget’s 
shroff discovered his whereabouts. De- 
fendant came to see him and admitted 
ho had not falfilled his part of the con- 
tract, owing to his mother having 

to give him the money she had promised. 
He went into the books at the office 
and admitted that thers was a shortage 
of $204 and $188. Ho said it 
would be all right—that he would 
give plaintiff the money. ‘The door w: 
‘open and he ran away, but was caught 
‘and taken to the Police Station. Plain- 
tiff ciaimed six mouths’ rent—$ TI 
900; book-keopor’s salary for thr 
months—$300 ; Tis. 1,000 compensation 
for loss of credit; and the shortage in 
the account. 

Defoudant said he agreed. to advance 
‘Ms. 1,000 only and this amonnt was pro- 
mised him by'a native bank. ‘The bank 
repudiated its promise. 

The. Court allowed the pl 
985.24 for shortage, Tis. 300 for breac! 
of contract, and $50 costs. These sums 
would have to be paid within fifteen 
days and defendant would have to give 
security before leaving tho Court.
